a desirable food item in concen- 
trated form,

IN EFFECT TODAY 


“Rent ceiling’ went into effect 
today. 

The maximum rent that may be 
charged for property is the 
amount charged on March 1, Al 
Harmon, area rent director, em- 
phasized today. He has opened 
offices in San Bernardino. 

“Generally speaking,” Mr. Har- 
mon explained, “the maximum 
rent is the March 1 rent figure 
unless there ‘has been a substan- 
tial change in the rented premises, 
such aS a major capital improve- 
ment.” 

The rent director is given pow- 
er to order an increase in rent in 
certain specific cases permitted by 
the Rent Regulation, most ‘of 
which are situations where the 
terlant today is entitled to some- 
thing to which the tenant of 
March ist was not entitled. Like- 
wise, the Rent Director may order 
‘decreases in rents in certain Spec- 
| ified instances where the makxi- 
| mum rent, otherwise permitted ‘by 

the Rent Regulation, is ‘higher 
than the prevailing rent for com- 
| parable housing space on March 
ist.
